INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 13.—It has been 
a day of untold rejoicing on the part of the 
Republicans, and of despondency and gloom 
on the part of the Democrats. The last re- 
ports last night and early this morning gave 
Porter and his associates on the State ticket 
a clear tle, and showed that the Republic- 
ans had secured seven out of thirteen Con- 
gressmen, with a chance of controlling the 
next Legislature and electing a Republican 
United States Senator. There was, of 
course, the shadow of a shade left to the 
Democrats to build on, so far as the Legis- 
lature is concerned. Beyond that, all their 
hopes had fled. To-day’s figures upset their

SENATOR DORSEY. 
FULL EXPRESSION OF HIS VIEWS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 13.—During a 
lull im the committee-room I succeeded in 
getting an interview with Senater Dorsey as 
to the way the result was brought about. 
“The great difficulty with the Republican 
party in Indiana heretofore,” said he, “ has 
been that, instead of organization and detail, 
they have had a man of so much ability that 
he overtopped everybody else, and under- 
took to carry the State by the strength of his 
ability alone, without going into organization 
to produce that result. This year the most 
thorough detail and comprehensive or 
ganization ever inaugurated in any State 
have been completed in Indiana. The 
party has been organized from read districts. 
up to Congressional districts, so that every 
Republican knew his place, and had a duty 
to perform. The work of this organization 
has been one of infinit detail. It has re- 
quired great patience and industry, and I 
believe the victory we have gained is due 
almost wholly to this 

MAGNIFICENT ORGANIZATION.

HIS SPEECH AT COOPER INSTITUTE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New Tonk, Oct. 13—The Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher made his initial speech at 
Cooper Institute this evening.

Revelation of a System so Lax as to 
Also incriminate His Su- 
periors. 


If the Flagman Had Thought of It,” 
He Would Have Saved Thirty 
Lives ; 

While Not Innocent of Guill, He Was Com- 


pletely Innocent of All Experience in 
His Business. 


THE PITTSBURG HORROR. 

Spetial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Prrrsnund. Pa., Oct. 13.—Responsibility for the 
dreadfui rallroad disaster at Twenty-eiguth 
street, last Saturday night, seems to be located 
at last. The Coroner commenced an investiga- 
tion Monday morning, and has made thorough 
work of it. Among the witnesses examined to- 


day was William Penrod, the flagman of the i- 


fated train. After detailing the circumstances 
under which the train left the Union Depot, he 
said: “ After the people crowded the platforms, 
I told them they had better wait for the next 
train, but they would not. Then 1 got 
upon the platform, and began to take 
tickets, until we got to Twenty-eighth 
street. Then I got off and went forward about 
balf a length of the car. Then a band in the 
car began to play. after a moment, I heard 
some one say the in wascoming. Iswung 
around and saw the train coming. I had only a 
white light with me, and I had no time to swing 
that once, when I had to jump to gave my own 
life." 

By the Coroner—Who instructed you to collect 
the tickets? 

Witness—No one on that night. 

Coroner—How long have you been flagging? 

Witness—About tour months. 

Coroner—Was it customary for you to collect 
tickets? 

Witness—No, sir. 

Coroner—Did you receive instructions to go 
back and flag the train? 

Witness—No, sir. It was my duty, but I was 
excited, and forgot it. It was about fifteen 
minutes after the train left the depot that the 
accident occurred. My back was turned to- 
ward the approaching train. If I had been 
standing io the rear of the train I could have 
seen the reflection of the headlight for 
a distance of eighty yards. The front 
end of the rear car was standing about 
opposit the flagman's box at Twenty-eiguth 
street. The signal lamps hung on the rear of 
the car were about six feet above the lowest 
step. A man standing on the second step might 
obscure the light, if his hat was a high one. 
My duty was to have gone back to signal the ap- 
proaching train, without any special instruc- 
tions from the conductor, though i believe it 
was his duty to see that I went back. He did 
not instruct me to go back on that night. 
I Soul not say how long I was colleet- 
ing tickets before the accident occurred. 
I was standing on the track, about three or four 
minutes after the train stopped, before the acci- 
deut happened. I knew the second section was 
to follow us, but I did not think it would come 80 
svon, and I believed they would see us if they 
approached in time to stop. I was never exam- 
ined by any of the officials to ascertain whether 
I understood the rules. 1 never heard of any 
one being so examined. I received no especial 
instructions as to my duties when I was made a 
flagman. Before being a fiagman, I was a 
front brakeman, and while in that position I be- 
came acquainted with the duties‘of a flagman. 
To protect a train it is necessary to go back 600 
yards and deposit a cap, then 300 yards turther 
and deposit two caps, and, if necessary, 300 
yards and deposit two more caps. It is the rule 
to go back and signal, ifa train be delayed five 
minutes. This I did not do, because I was ex- 
cited, and forgot it. 

Up to to-night there have been thirty deaths 
resulting from the accident, and a number of 
the injured who are stillin the hospital are not 
expected to recover. Mrs. Roup, one of the in- 
jured, went crazy to-day.

AUSTRALIAN MAIL. 


How It Was Whirled Across the Con- 
tinent. 

New York, Oct. .—The Tribune gives edi- 
torilly to-morrow an interesting story of a fast 
mail from Australia to England: 

“Wednesday last Postmaster James. learned 
that the Pacific Mail steamer City of Sydney, 
which left Sydney Sept. 9, had reached San 
Francisco Oct. 5, two days ahead of time. She 
was just two hours too late to catch the mail 
train of that day, and a deiay of twenty-tour 
hours was unavoidable. The schedule time from 


San Francisco would bring this important mail 


to this city two hours too late to catch the first 
departing British steamer. Mr. James went 
to the Union Pacific office in this city, 
represented the facts to Sidney Dilion, and 
asked if a special could not be put on to 
catch the regular mail train of the day before. 
S. H. H. Clark, General Manager of the Union 
Pacific, at Omaha, and A. N. Towne, General 
Superintendent Central Pacific, at San Francis- 
co, were present. Where is the train with the 
mail at this time?’ Dillon asked of Towne. On 
the Humboldt Division somewhere,’ was the re- 
ply. Can a special catch the other train?’ he 
asked. Clark replied in the affirmative. but 
added: We shall have to run the special a 
thousand miles, and it will cost a thousand 
dollars.“ ‘I don’t care what it costs,’ replied 
Mr. Dillon; ‘do it." The telegraph was put in 
requisition, and it was done. e regular mail- 
train was overtaken at Omaha. The Australian 
mail-car was attached last night at 9:18. It was 
landed in this city, and to-day it goes by the 
Arizona to Engiand. If the vessel makes 
schedule time, the trip from Sydney will bave 
been made in the shortest time on record,— 
about forty days.

We 
have got to turn our attention somewhat to the 
surplus labor not now needed to cultivate fields, 
and we want vo find a market for our manu- 
factures. In my travels it seems to me I have 
seen where this might be done with profit to 
those who buy of us. We do not want them 
to pay us money; we want weir products 
in exchange. I will not say much on this oc- 
casion about how it might accom plished in 


| the Far East, where theve is a big field; but my 


most recent visit has been to our neighboring 
Repubiic, Mexico. There isa grand field there, 
itseems to me, for our enterprise, and for im- 
mense profit to them as weil as to ourselves, 
We are not so particularly generous as to want 
to benefit our neighbors at our expense [laugh- 
ter and applause]; but when we can benefit 
ourselves and them too, greatly, we are the 
most generous people in the world. I found 
Mexico, a country which I had visited a good 
many years ago. just on the eve of 
a great advance, and very desirous 
to extend their foreign commerce. A portion 
of the thinking people were alarmed a 
little at the approath of American population 
and American railroads on their bordera, but 
they were fully alive to the necessity and im- 
portance of railroads in theirown country. They 
consulted with me very freely, and very confi- 
dentially I — 4 say. pretty much all the time I 
was there, and I did and said all I could to allay 
their apprehensions of 8 from the 
approach of the universal Yankee. They 
have a very lively recollection of the Mexican 
War, which resulted in such loss of territory. 
From occasional loose remarks, in newspapers 
and by individuals, they are afraid that ap- 
proach of the Yankee and American enterprise 
and railroads means the sloughing off of this 
State and that. I assured them they need have no 
apprehension; that at all events if thereis any 
danger at all the best way to allay it was to-cui- 
tivate the best and most intimate commercial 
relations between the two Republics [appiause}; 
that if they tried to keep aloof from us and 
benefit European nations by their trade to the 
exclusion of us, they made enemies of their 
neighbors. I told them that was not good policy. 
I told them their apprehensions were well- 
founded twenty years ago. because at that time 
we had an institution never sustained except 
where it existed, and that it would not exist in 
any country longer than it could retain political 
control; hence the territory where slavery could 
be planted was necessary to the existence of 
that institution. and, of course, while slaver 
y were constantly in danger of their 


. But now institution was dead, 
never to be revived. We were a people of 
homogeneous institutions from one end of the 
country to the other, and there was no political 
advantage accruing to any political party by the 
accession of territory in particular direc- 
tion, and | believed it was almost universal 
sentiment of our people that we wanted no terri- 
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We are a Nation. That proceeds 
on the theory all or is 
with the people. Our rulers are ool servants, 
having only such powers as the le choose 
to extend to them from time to time. Ap- 
plause.} Other nations, I think history will 
me out in saying, bave proceeded on 
that all power is with the head of the Govern- 
ment, and the people have no rights, no privi- 
leges. whatever, except as “yas * are 
extended by crown, It im- 
possible that on that theory such 
self-reliance, such independence, as our people 

can be created except after a lapse of 
great time, and when power is so far ex 
to the e that the crown has lost its influ- 
ence, they can then begin to grow great. We 
started out with the exnerience of othe 
tions, and commenced pretty well, consideri

FINANCIAL. 


In the midst of unprecedented excitement at 
the Stock Exchange, Wall street yesterday put 
its interpretation on the result of the elections. 
The scene was one rarely paralleled even in that 
mercurial market. The United States 4s were 
advanced 2 cents. In one day their value was 
enhanced.-$15,000,000, and that of the 4%s nearly 
$4,000,000. The public debt, in short, gaing about 
$20,000,000 in value. The day opened with a 
flood of orders to buy stocks. Transactions were 
in huge biocks of thousands of shares. A great 
many orders could not be executed, as the stock 
was not forthcoming. So great was the rush to 
buy that the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany in this city received more stock messages 
than in any day of the great excitement of last 
fall. The first quotation of Northwest preferred 
was 5 per cent higher than Tuesday's close.
